it is vitally important that everything possible be 
done to maintain and increase the farm buying-power 
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of the nation. From the figures available, it is evident 
that residents of rural districts supply by far the 
major part of their needs from local stores. In the 
small city and rural areas, ‘the percentage of total 
retail sales for food stores as a group is generally 
lower than that in the larger cities. This difference 
is made up largely by the sales of food in general 
stores and by the fact that farm families produce more 
of their food supply. 

For the apparel stores the percentage of sales is 
lower than in ‘the larger cities, although some of the 
general stores handle considerable quantities of 
clothing. 

For the hardware, farm implement and machinery 
group, the sales percentage in the small city naturally 
runs much higher than the same figures for stores in 
the larger cities. 


Further, Mr. Bohannan reminds us that in addition 
to their service as retail outlets for the communities 
in which they are located, many retailers in rural 
communities play an important part in the movement 
of agricultural products into wider channels of dis- 
tribution. Never before has the data been available 
as to the volume of this assembling business. Some 
agricultural products are handled on an outright pur- 
chase and sale basis. In other cases the retailer acts 
as a buying agent for a distributor on a larger mar- 
ket, or for a manufacturer. 


The current situation in respect to retail trade in 
the small city and rural area presents both an oppor- 
tunity and a challenge to manufacturers and whole- 
salers desirous of building up market outlets. If 
these stores are supplied with wanted merchandise, 
modern wares in modern packages, the kind of mer- 
chandise based on impartial and adequately directed 
studies of consumer demand, and if the manufacturers 
supply them with proper dealer service and advice, 
there seems reason to believe that their efforts will be 
well repaid. 

Greater attention should be directed toward devel- 
oping the business of the smaller industry, indepen- 
dently owned and operated, and of the retail distribu- 
tion business of the smaller cities and rural commu- 
nities. 
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Big Men in Public Service 


HE transfer of Mr. Mellon to the Court of St. 

James’s, the appointment of Mr. Mills as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the selection of General 
Dawes as president of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation are factors of major moment for the 
restoration of national economic confidence. On Mr. 
Mellon falls the task of preparing the groundwork 
for satisfactory readjustment of international finan- 
cial relations when that issue shall develop, within a 
few months. Mr. Mills will participate actively in ‘the 
balancing of the Government budget, and national 
financing and refinancing now in sight. Constructive 
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administration of the great Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation devolves upon General Dawes, with Goy. 
ernor Meyer of the Federal Reserve cooperating. The 
country is fortunate to enjoy the public service of a 
group of such men.

Convincing Reasons for Confidence 


S Under Secretary of the Treasury, Ogden I, 
Mills in an address to the American Acceptance 
Council recently held that infusion of confidence 
among business leaders and the people is a prime 
requisite for national economic recovery, and_ this 
confidence he demonstrates to be thoroughly justified. 


The outstanding fact today is that deflation has 
proceeded much too far. As Mr. Mills sees it, stabiliza- 
tion should take place and an upward movement 
would be resumed were it not for “the imponderable 
factor involved in human nature itself’’—during the 
past three months, the psychology of fear has been 
written in large letters on every step of the downward 
course of deflation. “If bank credit attrition can be 
arrested and the psychology of fear be dispelled, ‘there 
is real ground for belief that the foundation now is 
sufficiently firm to justify our vigorously addressing 
ourselves to the task of reconstruction,” says Mr. 
Mills. 


Evidence he finds abundant that readjustment has 
proceeded far in ‘the affairs of individuals and busi- 
ness and financial institutions, and of the Nation. 
The Government plans a balanced budget through 
economies and increased revenue. The Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation should furnish a reservoir of 
mobile credit and at the same time be an adequate 
guarantee against unforeseen contingencies. In ‘this 
agency he visualizes a solid wall, under the protection 
of which men and institutions can carry on their 
normal operations without fear of sudden and de- 
vastating interruption. He knows no instrument bet- 
ter designed to lift that psychology of fear which 
should play no part in American economic life. 

Jspecially, Mr. Mills finds hope in proposed relief 
for the railroads, as restoring confidence in the bonds 
of the rail carriers. With 70 per cent of all railroad 
bonds and notes held as investments by banking, in- 
surance and other institutions, he knows ‘“‘no more 
important factor looking to the restoration of con- 
fidence and the general strengthening of credit than 
the safeguarding of the financial structure of this 
great industry.” 

To “over-timid critics” who discern a germ of in- 
flation in the reconstruction program, Mr. Mills cites 
the fact that Federal Reserve member bank credit 
has been deflated over $1,500,000,000 in three months, 
a rate of more than 25 per cent a year, and the exist: 
ing volume of credit is not used to anything like its 
capacity. The Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
is designed to free rather than to create credit, and 
credit expansion must be regarded as constructive 
and desirable, rather than inflationary and dangerous. 
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Insane Price Cutting 


HE problems of over-production and price cutting 


in the textile industry can be solved only by those 
in the industry. This was Secretary of Commerce 
Lamont’s statement to textile manufacturers, mer- 
chants and bankers at a recent conference in Wash- 
ington. He made it plain that the “Government can 
be of little help” to them. He said: 

“My understanding is that the cotton textile industry 
as a whole did not share to any great extent in the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country from 1923 to 1929. Obvi- 
ously it could not hope to get itself into a highly prosper- 
ous condition during one of the worst depressions in our 
history. At the same time during two difficult years it 
has gone a long ways toward building up a factual foun- 
dation and has made real progress in improving operating 
conditions. 

“In spite of the favorable volume of output of your 
plants I am informed that, taken as a whole, your opera- 
tions are not profitable. Of course, in long drawn out 
periods of deflation no one can expect to make much 
money, but a profitless industry helps no one. 


“The solution of your problem must be worked out by 
those in the industry. Government can be of little help. 
In fact, Government has found it necessary in the public 
interest to set up certain rules and regulations which add 
to your difficulties. You cannot get together to control 
output or fix prices. If each manufacturer would make 
up his mind to produce only his share of the estimated 
demand for his goods, and if he would agree with himself 
not to sell below cost of production—cost to cover every 
item that should be included in a soundly conducted busi- 
ness—your industry would soon be on a sound basis. 


“I know that living conditions and wage rates are not 
uniform. I know the temptation to cut prices to get 
business, to cut costs, including wages, to meet lower 
prices, and so on around the vicious circle. I sense the 
selfishness and unreasoning individualism of some men. 

I know the buyers who work one producer against an- 

other engendering suspicion and ill-will between men who 

should trust and have complete confidence in each other. 

It has been so since the beginning of trading between men 

and particularly during this industrial age.” 

Following a full discussion of the situation in the 
textile industry, the meeting approved resolutions 
urging adoption by the cotton mills of the country of 
the 55-hour week for day shifts and a 50-hour week 
for night shifts and discontinuance of night employ- 
ment for women and minors. As more than 80 per 
cent of the cotton manufacturers had agreed to a 
similar program sponsored by the Cotton Textile In- 
stitute, confusion has been caused by manufacturers 
who have not been willing to cooperate with the ma- 
jority in curtailing production and working hours. 
It is to be hoped that out of the conference will come 
a greater willingness on the part of all in the industry 
to cooperate in stopping excessive production and the 
reckless price cutting which follows. 


Secretary Lamont is right in saying that the “Gov- 
ernment can be of little help.” As a matter of fact, 
the Government under existing laws and regulations 
has limited industry in its effort to stabilize produc- 
tion and prices. The laws were enacted with the idea 
they would protect the public interest. Their inflexi- 
bility has resulted in an opposite effect. 

What Secretary Lamont said to the cotton manu- 
facturer is applicable to manufacturers in other fields. 
Much of the blame for over-production and deplorable 
price cutting rests on the individual manufacturer. 


As an outlet for distressed merchandise, depart- 
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ment stores and other large distributors have fur- 
thered the downhill course of prices to the detriment 
of manufacturers and general business. Dr. E. W. 
France, director of the Philadelphia Textile School, 
in discussing this subject recently, stated that “the 
breaking down of the necessary economic relationship 
between price and quality threatens to ruin the de- 
partment stores themselves in due time, for they will 
lose the confidence of the public and they will drive 
manufacturers into refusing to offer quality products 
through stores whose only aim is volume at distress 
prices.” 

Dr. France emphasized the point that some depart- 
ment stores have long conducted an unrelenting cam- 
paign against prices, playing manufacturers against 
one another. This has continued until there is no 
profit in sight unless more distress merchandise can 
be obtained at the expense of the producer. The pub- 
lie is entitled to receive the benefit of low operating 
costs in lowered prices but when goods are thrown on 
the market regardless of cost of production distress 
is imposed upon whole industries. 


Balanced Budget the Country’s Need 


Rio naire that $29,000,000,000 more than 
the budget provisions is planned for expenditure, 
in the course of five years, by bills now before Con- 
gress is made by the Washington Post. Additional 
bills, not specifying amounts to be appropriated, 
would call for at least $5,000,000,000 more, the Post 
adds. The figures are staggering in both magnitude 
and possibility for national governmental and eco- 
nomic harm. 


The outstanding public need of the country is a 
balanced budget. Income, based on reasonable and 
businesslike taxation, must be computed as near to 
accuracy as is possible, and the aggregate of all expen- 
ditures must be kept within that income. Any tend- 
ency of Congress to adopt a spending program and 
impose taxes to meet those requirements is the anti- 
thesis of sound business procedure. Lavishness, ex- 
travagance or waste is the fruit of such practice. 


Government income is derived from three main 
sources, the income tax, individual and corporation, 
now contributing about 57.6 per cent; sales taxes on 
tobacco, 21.7 per cent, and customs duties on imports, 
20.7 per cent. Foreign debt payments are an extrane- 
ous factor and also are subject to the moratorium this 
year. The national income has shrunk substantially. 
Increase or expansion of the income tax, or both, may 
take up the slack, but hardly can be made sufficient, 
without economic harm, to justify material increases 
in expenditures. Disregard of the budget by the Con- 
gress will not tend to enhance confidence in the Goy- 
ernment credit. 

A sound national budget always must first be 
adopted and be respected as an economic sacred in- 
strument. This is the country’s outstanding need. 











APID development has been made 
R in the Southern pulp and paper 
industry during the past several years. 
“The strange thing about this develop- 
ment,” writes Parker K. Baird of the 
United States Forest Service, “is that it 
has been so long coming.” He shows 
that the South contains a vast reservoir 
of pulp wood and that conditions are 
favorable for maintaining this supply 
perpetually for it is capable of producing 
stands of wood suitable for pulping pur- 
poses in approximately 25 years, a rate 
impossible elsewhere in the country ex- 
cept in the Pacific Coast region. 


The United States Government recog- 
nizes the South’s advantages in paper 
making and it has been constructively 
working to bring about the fullest utili- 
zation of Southern forest products. 
Since the beginning of 1930 about one- 
third of the activities of the pulp and 
paper section of the Forest Products La- 
boratory have been devoted to problems 
related to the utilization of Southern 
wood. The principal pulp product of the 
South at present is the kraft type best 
fitted for such products as brown wrap- 
ping paper, bag paper, container board, 
and similar products. However, Mr. 
Baird states that “it can now be said 
that the South dominates the American 
kraft pulp industry.” He points out that 
so long as kraft pulp is the only paper 
product of the South the situation will 
be economically dangerous; the South 
needs a diversified pulp industry. 


This situation is fully appreciated and 
further extensive research is under way 
to bring about diversification. We can 
look forward to 1932 contributing mate- 
rially to Southern paper making devel- 
opment. Much is expected from the re- 
search work to be completed at the 
paper experimental plant at Savannah 
under the guidance of Dr. Charles H. 
Herty who has been unceasing in his 
investigation of the use of slash pine for 
making high grade white paper. 


A review of what has been accom-: 
plished so far in developing the pulp and 
paper industry of the South is outlined 
by Mr. Baird as follows: 


“About four years ago Congress made 
a special appropriation to the Forest 
Products Laboratory to investigate the 
pulping qualities of Southern woods and 
particularly the possibilities of develop- 
ing a strong, white paper from the 
Southern yellow pines. The resulting in- 
vestigations, confirming previous work, 
showed that Southern yellow pine re- 
duces to pulp best by the sulphate proc-

ess. The sulphate, or acid pulping proc- 
ess, was found unsuitable for virgin 
longleaf pine. No marked success re- 
sulted from an attempt to grind long- 
leaf pine for mechanical pulp. 


“In testing the kraft process on long- 
leaf pine it has been found that increas- 
ing the proportion of cooking chemical 
to wood and using a greater proportion 
of cooking liquor than was _ previously 
employed results in a high yield of pulp 
that can be bleached, by a special proc- 
ess, without much loss in strength. This 
finding has been of decided value and is 
now used by one of the leading paper 
companies in the South. 


“Shortleaf pine can be used to make 
high-grade kraft wrapping paper, fiber 
board, and book stock. Very little ex- 
perimental work has been done on short- 
leaf pine with any pulping process other 
than the standard kraft process. 


“Loblolly pine was the first of the 
Southern pines on which pulping experi- 
ments were carried out at the Forest 
Products Laboratory. It was on this 
species that the first studies toward pro- 
ducing an easily bleachable kraft pulp 
were made. Strong white pulps suitable 
for bond, book, and other high-grade pa- 
pers were obtained from loblolly, and it 
is understood that at least one Southern 
mill is now using large quantities of this 
pulpwood in its mills and incorporating 
it in a book and bond sheet as a substi- 
tute for the spruce sulphite pulp former- 
ly used. The mechanical pulping char- 
acteristics of loblolly pine are only fair, 
and much power is required to produce 
the pulp. This problem is being studied. 
Certain other characteristics, such as 
color, may require special consideration 
in the production of groundwood pulp 
from loblolly pine. 


“In the recent Forest Products Labo- 
ratory studies of the pulping qualities of 
Southern pines special emphasis has been 
placed on slash pine. Several interest- 
ing and important developments have 
occurred in the pulping of slash pine by 
the standard pulping processes and also 
by modifications of the standard proc- 
esses. It has been found that second- 
growth slash pine, which has very little 
heartwood, preduces a pulp of excellent 
bleaching characteristics when treated 
by the modified kraft process developed 
by the laboratory. A bleached sulphite 
pulp suitable for bond and other white 
papers is produced from young second- 
growth slash pine by the standard sul- 
phite process. Newsprint sheets contain- 
ing 90 per cent of groundwood or a 50-50 
mixture of groundwood and _ sulphite 
have been produced experimentally by 
the laboratory from young second-growth 
slash pine, which consists almost entirely 
in sapwood. There are indications that 
a new combination of pulping processes 
recently developed by the laboratory, in 
which impregnation with semichemical 
liquors precedes the standard lime sul- 
phite cook, will make possible the satis- 
factory pulping of woods with a consid- 
erable proportion of heartwood. 
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“Following the study of pine, experi- 
mental work has been done in the pulp. 
ing of black and tupelo gum, including 
the use of special semipulping methods 


developed at the laboratory. Contrary 
to views previously held, the sulphite 
process works very satisfactorily on 
black and tupelo gum unless much dark- 
colored heartwood is present, yielding a 
fairly strong pulp that bleaches easily 
to an excellent color. Most book papers 
contain bleached spruce sulphite along 
with soda pulp usually made from aspen. 
Sulphite in this combination gives a 
blue-white tint that the paper trade de- 
sires. It seems logical that book paper 
may be made from the pines combined 
with gums and certain other Southem 
hardwoods. Long-fibered pine pulp can 
take the place of spruce sulphite, and 
gum sulphite can replace soda pulp, so 
that the desirable white color can be ob- 
tained. Recently excellent mechanical or 
groundwood pulp has been _ produced 
from gum, which together with other 
long-fibered pulps such as slash pine 
sulphite have produced excellent roto- 
gravure and book paper. 


“A word of caution is in order in re- 
gard to projects directed toward the util- 
ization of resinous woods. For many 
years the paper industry has been both- 
ered periodically with pitch trouble on 
the paper machine. This has occurred 
even with spruce wood. The exact cause 
of pitch trouble on the paper machine 
has never been ascertained. Small pitch 
particles agglomerate and form larger 
ones, which, upon coming through with 
the fibers, may stick to the wire or couch 
rolls and produce holes in the paper or 
break it down entirely, bringing the op- 
eration to a halt until they are removed. 
The shut-down of a paper plant for one 
hour a day as a result of such troubles 
may mean the difference between profit 
and loss. Before it is attempted to ini- 
tiate the manufacture of these experi- 
mental papers on a _ production basis, 
therefore, we believe it advisable to 
make a full mill-scale run for a consid- 
erable length of time on the new cooking 
and grinding process developed at the 
laboratory.”

ITHIN a few weeks work will be 
Oe utes on installation of machin- 
ery in the buildings now under con- 
struction at the plant of the Champion 
Fibre Co., at Canton, N. C. The expan- 
sion program involves an expenditure 
of $1,000,000. The beater room is prac- 
tically complete; roofing is being placed 
over the machinery room and structural 
steel work on the extension to the finish- 
ing plant is soon to be completed. The 
first shipments are expected on the im- 
mense paper machine about March 1 and 
the schedule calls for installation of 
much of the minor machinery before 
that date. 


Completion of the entire project will 
increase present capacity of the Cham- 
pion plant by about 75 per cent. The 
beater room is the smallest of three new 
buildings and covers a site 54 by 120 feet ; 
it is three stories high, exclusive of base- 
ment. Of the same height, but built in 
one large open room to accommodate 
what is to be the largest paper machine 
in the country, the machinery room is 
110 by 360 feet. The irregularly-shaped 
finishing room extension is 109 by 126 
by 250 feet.

phasized that the organization long has: 
recognized the desirability of converting 
a larger percentage of its raw materials 
into the ultimate finished product. Re- 
cent pulp market conditions, as well as: 
other factors peculiar to the situation, 
influenced the decision to expand the 
paper-making facilities. 

Regardless of temporary business de- 
pression the Champion Paper interests 
are looking ahead, as evidenced by Mr. 
Robertson’s statement, “Our faith in the 
fundamental soundness of our country 
is as strong as ever and we are opti- 
mistie over the outlook for an early re- 
turn to normal conditions.” Two out- 
standing reasons are advanced for the 
large capital expenditures represented 
by the Canton improvements: Commod- 
ity prices have reached a low level, al- 
lowing the organization to obtain more 
for its outlay; and, large expenditures 
at such a time alleviate existing unem- 
ployment and tend to hasten return of 
business activity. 

Not only is the company expanding 
the Canton plant, but just below Sun- 
burst on the west fork of the Pigeon 
River, it is constructing an arch dam 
525 feet long and 50 feet high to im- 
pound 300,000,000 gallons of water dur- 
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ing the rainy season. The contractor 
for this concrete structure is the W. W. 
Boxley Construction Co., Roanoke, Va. 


Construction of the plant buildings is 
in charge of the Morton C. Tuttle Co., 
Boston, Mass. The Pusey & Jones Co., 
Wilmington, Del., is furnishing the 
Fourdrinier paper machine, equipped 
with 242-inch wire for trimming a sheet 
220 inches in width. The fulfilling of 
this contract will provide work for 300 
men for several months at the Wilming- 
ton plant. W. J. Damtoft is assistant 
secretary of the Champion Paper Co.

Plans for Big Washington Project 


Approved for Navy 


Washington, D. C.—Preliminary plans 
for the construction by the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, Navy Department, of 
a new Navy Medical Center here, for 
which Congress has authorized $3,200,- 
000, have been finally approved by the 
Fine Arts Commission, and working 
drawings are being prepared by the 
Allied Architects of Washington, Ine. 
The project will embrace three general 
units, consisting of sick officers’ quar- 
ters, general hospital and the Navy Med- 
ical Sehool, to be taken care of prac- 
tically in one immense building, which 
will eonstitute an important unit of the 
Mall development. 

In design, this structure will follow 
what is technieally called Early Federal, 
‘a modifieation of Georgian architecture, 
and will be erected with limestone fac- 
ing. The ‘hospital unit will provide 
space for 500 beds, and the sick officers’ 
quarters will ‘be provided with solariums 
snd other facilities for promoting the 





health of patients. The former will in- 
corporate features entirely different from 
any other hospital in the country, it is 
said, with advanced design and construc- 
tion of silence-rooms, air-conditioning 
plant, heating equipment, consultation 
rooms, operating rooms, ete. 


North Carolina Mining Activity 


By W. L. Ginpert, Charlotte, N. C. 


F. A. Fischrupp of Charlotte, who re- 
cently acquired a mineral property near 
Spruce Pine, is reported to be planning 
for the development of a feldspar and 
mica mining and crushing enterprise. 
Other prominent business men of Char- 
lotte, it is said, are to be associated with 
him in the venture. 

The uncertain conditions experienced 
by the majority of industries have 
prompted many to seek new fields for 
profitable investment, of which mining 
seems to be attracting its share of pro- 
gressive spirits. Western North Carolina, 
owing to its favorable natural formation. 
affords a fertile mineral field, as statistics 
show, and as the many successful enter- 
prises already in operation indicate. One 
district that has continued unabated for 
years in its productivity and activity is 
in and around the feldspar and mica 
mining territory, of which Spruce Pine 
is the pivotal point. A number of erush- 
ing and finishing plants are located in 
the region. 

It is an interesting experience to fol- 
low the mining, handling and fabricating 
of feldspar. Carefully handled and ana- 
lytically treated as wheat is in a flour 
mill, feldspar is crushed and ground into 
various degrees of fineness to meet re- 
quirements for the many uses to which 
it is put. Feldspar is used in the manu- 
facture of pottery, crockery, for glazing 
the surface of tiling and coating enamel- 
ware, such as household utensils, bath- 
tubs and plumbing fixtures, and all por- 
celain articles. It is used also in the 
manufacture of glassware, bottles, ete. 
Feldspar contains approximately 17 per 
cent of potash, one of the most perfect 
and best known cleansing properties, 
and so it is used in large quantities by 
manufacturers of cleansing preparations 
for household purposes. 


Cotton Bags for Texas Cement 


On an order by the State Board of 
Control of Texas, all cement and other 
commodities purchased by that state 
must hereafter be shipped in cotton bags 
and sacks, if that form of container can 
be used. Hitherto, such bags and sacks 
have been made of jute fiber, for the 
most part, except paper sacks for cement. 





Large Southern Pine Tree Cut 





A tree of virgin Southern pine was 
recently cut near Eastman, Ga., for H. 
C. Allen, operating mills at Eastman and 
Scott, from which 5000 feet of mer- 
echantable lumber was obtained. At four 
feet above the ground the tree had a 
circumference of 16 feet, and after cut- 
ting a log 14 feet long from the butt it 
measured 11 feet 10 inches in circum- 
ference. The length of the tree was 
about 70 feet. It is described by Mr. 
Allen as one of the most uniform trees 
he ever handled. The butt log yielded 
four pieces 12 by 12-inch, all heart; the 
second cut was 26 feet long and yielded 
four pieces 8 by 16-inch, and these two 
were practically all heart, as only one 
piece showed about one inch of sap on 
one corner. The rest of the tree showed 
a little red, which became worse toward 
the top, and was suitable only for small 
framing, ete. Sufficient lumber was cut 
from this tree for a fair size modern 
house. The first log brought to the mill 
was the 26-foot cut and it was sawed up 
before any one thought of taking a pic- 
ture. However, 2 snapshot was made of 
the butt ent. 


$320,000 Mausoleum Planned 


St. Joseph, Mo.—Plans have been ac- 
cepted by the Zion Evangelical Congre 
gation of this city for the construction 
of a mausoleum in Ashland Cemetery to 
cost more than $320,000.

NATION-WIDE survey of the 

trucking business has been con- 
ducted by the General Motors Truck 
Company, Pontiac, Mich., covering not 
oly the operations of general trucking 
companies, but contracting hauling and 
highway transportation as well. From 
the report on this survey just published 
by the company in a copyrighted booklet, 
essentials of profitable motor truck haul- 
ing are summarized. 


Idle Time 


Idle time is the bugbear of the entire 

trucking industry. In discussing this 
subject the report offers constructive 
recommendations on how to eliminate 
ide time and how to turn this into 
profits. 


“Concerns which have been especially 
successful in the commercial trucking 
business,” says the report, “owe their 
suecess entirely to the fact that they 
have recognized and followed certain 
simple, fundamental principles on which 
profits from trucks depend.” A vital 
pint in truck operation is that if a 
truck is to earn a maximum profit, it 
must be kept busy a maximum amount 
of time. In analyzing the problems af- 
fecting the commercial truck operator, 
the problems are classified and four sim- 
ple rules to bring about a maximum of 
eficiency are outlined: 

Eliminate idle truck time. 

Plan work systematically. 

Control profits with records. 

Operate profitable trucks. 

A graphie illustration of the value of 
time is given in figures provided by a 
Southern operator which indicate that 
“profits in commercial trucking tend to 
vary in direct proportion to the amount 
of idle time.” 

Idle time is important even for the 
Contract hauler, though he is paid for 
the truck’s time whether the equipment 
is busy or idle. There are two reasons 
why every contract hauler should help 
lis customer eliminate idle time: 

Every dollar the contract hauler can 
‘ave his customer gives him a better hold 
om the account.

tracts, the contract hauler will often be 
able to handle the work with fewer 
trucks. Thus he can quote a lower total 
price, and yet get a higher price for 
each truck operated on the customer’s 
job. 


Three Points to Watch 


Idle time is laid directly to three 
sources: At the loading point, in deliv- 
ery, and at the garage. 

To save time at the loading point, the 
suggestion is made that local salesmen

telephone in their orders several times 
during the day instead of bringing them 
in once or twice a day, a condition which 
frequently causes delay in loading. Ex- 
tra help in checking, elimination of con- 
gestion at the loading deck and re-rout- 
ing to accommodate shippers who are 
continually late, also is suggested. 


In order to reduce waste time at deliv- 
ery, the trucker should call the con- 
signee’s attention to the delays and sug- 
gest tactfully that it is a matter that is 
costly. Errors in filling orders cause 
costly delivery delays and this matter 
should be called to the attention of the 
shipper with a recommendation of a 
small bonus for efficient work on the 
part of the clerical help, balanced by a 
small deduction for errors. It is alse 
suggested that the matter of poor iden- 
tification of parcels be taken up with 
the shipper. Eliminating errors at the 
receiving point means as much to the 
shipper’s business as it does to the 
trucking company. 


Idle time spent in the shop is decid- 
edly costly, due not only to the costs of 
parts and labor but also to the cost of 
wasted operating time, to the cost of 
maintaining spare equipment and to loss 
of customer good will. These points far 
outweigh other losses in importance. No 
truck can be expected to run indefinitely 
without some repairs and adjustments. 
It has been demonstrated that repair 
losses can be materially cut down by 
observing three rules: 


Avoid costly overloading. 
Set up a systematic maintenance plan. 
Provide sound driver management. 


Despite the fact that many concerns 
have adopted a consistent policy of over- 
loading from 50 to 100 per cent, and pro- 
duce figures to show that repair bills are 
no greater, careful analysis proves that 
repair bills tell only a part of the story. 
Though no breakdown occurs, an over- 
loaded truck invariably penalizes the 
owner in several other ways—excessive 
tire wear, rapid deterioration of truck, 
slower operation. 

Truck operating costs can be mate- 
rially lowered by preventive mainte- 
nance. An analysis of repair records of 
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West brought out the fact that although 
this concern operated the same equip- 
ment in 1930 as in 1929, and total truck 
mileage was practically the same, re- 
pair and maintenance costs for 1930 
showed a reduction of 17 per cent. This 
was the direct result of adopting a plan 
of systematic maintenance for all trucks 
in the fleet. The survey advocates in- 
sistence on a daily written report from 
each driver on the condition of his truck, 
the adherence to a schedule of service 
on a regular time or mileage basis, and 
the scheduling of maintenance operation 
and major repairs for days and hours 
which will not tie up needed truck ¢a- 
pacity. 


Building Up a Driver 


Organization 


It is recommended that all applicants 
for jobs be carefully scrutinized as to 
past records, physical condition, ability 
to drive and personal appearance. As a 
stimulus, a bonus plan for good per- 
formance with deductions for offense is 
urged. A plan which provides a $10 
bonus for good performance has been 
worked out by an Ohio contract hauler 
and found to be a genuine asset. Fines 
when the driver is at fault are made by 
this concern as follows: 

Avoidable accidents, $10; violation of 
traffic regulations or safety rules, $1.50 
and up; justified complaints from cus- 


se 


tomers, $1; errors in delivery, 75 cents: 
failure to report trouble with truck, 50 
cents; failure to fill out truck reports. 
50 cents; reporting late for work 50 
cents. 


Planning for Increased Profits 


The trucking concern which eliminates 
lost time wherever possible in its truck 
operation has taken an important step 
toward realizing the maximum profits 
from the business. However, there are 
two other ways by which work output 
ean be increased further and even 
greater profits obtained: Avoiding and 
reducing dull season losses. Underloads 
make it necessary to operate an exces- 
sive amount of equipment, and careful 
planning is necessary to avoid this. It 
eosts practically as much to carry half 
a load as it costs to haul a full capacity 
load. For reducing dull season losses, 
a systematic effort to build up dull-sea- 
son business is recommended, while the 
least profitable accounts, where business 
comes only during peak period, should 
be dropped, thus reducing equipment re- 
quirements for busy periods and cutting 
down the amount of idle truck time dur- 
ing dull seasons. Helpful suggestions for 
making sales efforts effective are in- 
cluded in the survey. Importance of 
keeping reliable records as to truck costs 
is stressed.

In conclusion, the survey emphasizes 
the importance of operating the right 
equipment, and points out that trailers 
can be used profitably in many instances. 
An example is that of an Indiana con- 
cern comparing operating costs of a two- 
ton truck with a two-ton tractor-trailer. 
The truck carried a payload of 4000 
pounds against 8000 pounds of the trac- 
tor-trailer, with a cost of 36 cents per 
hundredweight for the two-ton truck 
against 28 cents for the tractor-trailer 
combination, the latter effecting a saving 
of 35 per cent. 

The survey which provides a represen- 
tative cross-section of truck operation, 
is one of a series published during the 
past 15 months covering the fields of 
food wholesaling, coal retailing, parcel

$1,023,000 Hospital Bid

UNEMPLOYMENT is being cut down, 
public works projects aggregating many 
millions are being speeded, and plans to 
stabilize work in industry are going into 
effect in many parts of the country as a 
result of the efforts of 52 committees of 
the American Engineering Council, ac- 
cording to a progress report made public 
by the president of the Council, William 
S. Lee. Encouraging business conditions 
are reported in some sections. The engi- 
neers have established cooperation with 
industries, Federal agencies, states and 
municipalities, chambers of commerce 
and other trade bodies, civic and service 
organizations. Coordination of relief ac- 
tivity has been accomplished in scores of 
cities and towns, spread-work programs 
have been fostered in factories, highway 
improvement has been stimulated, and 
budget studies to encourage sound muni- 
cipal and state financing have been 
made. Thousands of industrial plants 
have been surveyed, and new policies to 
expand business, to effect operating econ- 
omies, and to prevent the further dis- 
charge of workers have been shaped. 
Changes in industrial management af- 
fecting sales, balancing of demand for 
diversified products, and developments of 
new lines of products are among reforms 
sponsored by the engineers. 


AUTOMOBILE SALES at recent annual 
automobile shows in widely-scattered 
parts of the United States showed an 
increase as compared with last year. 
Larger attendance and increased inter- 
est indicate that the automotive industry 
is in a position to lead the nation back 
to good times, as it has in former periods 
of depression, states the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce. Among 
cities reporting increased buying were 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Newark, Detroit, Brooklyn, Buffalo, 
Providence, Hartford, Minneapolis, Oma- 
ha and Pittsburgh. New York automo- 
bile show sales were the highest in four 


years. 


PENNSYLVANIA WATER & POWER CO., 
New York and Baltimore, for the year 
1931 reported increases both in gross 
revenue and in net income, according to 
the annual report issued by Charles E.

The committee 
decided that owing to existing economic 
conditions no bids for paper to be sup- 
plied to the Federal Government would 
be considered from companies using 
paper imported into the United States.

Production 
for the 670 leading hardwood and soft- 
wood mills reporting for the week ended 
January 30 amounted to 96,205,000 feet.

Behind the principle of the protective 
tariff is the background that no article 
(not patented) can be made and mer- 
chandized for profit unless there are 
more than 120,000,000 sensible, alert and 
energetic people determined not to let 
the producer have it all to himself. Proof 
is seen in the history of the American 
Woolen Company, which for 100 years 
has maintained leadership in its line by 
keeping at least one jump ahead of all 
others. Even Henry Ford could not 
monopolize the manufacture, of a cheap 
car, nor could Edison make a monopoly 
of his ideas. Even the law precludes 
destructive monopoly by limiting the life 
of a patent. 

“Free trade is not a principle; it is 
an expedient,” said Disraeli, one of 
England’s greatest statesmen, back in 
April, 1843. Tariff for protection is a 
principle. The individual who makes 
everything at home and trades only on a 
surplus is the best off, and what is good 
for an individual is good for a country, 
ora state or a city. 

In 1929, our own domestic trade ran 
to $95,000,000,000, while our exports 
were only $5,000,000,000. Which is it 
the better for us to conserve, our home 
market of $95,000,000,000 or our foreign 
market of $5,000,000,000? The choice 
is up to us. 

In our own state, the Census of Manu- 
factures for 1929 showed that the value 
of our manufactured products was $385,- 
000,000. Cotton, if it was valued at $100 
a bale, would only bring $100,000,000, yet 
our politicians are so prejudiced against 
the tariff, they would destroy all of our 
$385,000,000 worth of manufactured 
products to save the cotton crop, as they 
imagine.

Railroad Rate Reductions

Editor Manufacturers Record: 


While I agree with your editorial on 
the necessity for relief for the railroads, 
I wonder if you are aware of the fact 
that for 10 years the public-private ter- 
minals have sought to induce the rail- 
roads to place their terminal upon a self- 
sustaining basis. We have never made 
any headway. The old theory of offering 
a concession still prevails, as in the days 
of rebates, with one road proposing a 
reduction to influence certain tonnage 
and the losing road later proposing an- 
other reduction to influence it back. The 
railroad port terminals offer one of the 
best methods of offering concessions, 
such as free services or below-cost ser- 
vices, and traffic officials fight hard to 
continue existing practices. 

If you could have the records of any 
railroad freight association checked, you 
would be amazed by the thousands of 
reductions and find few, if any, advances. 
Proposals of advances, seldom presented, 
are usually withdrawn. When the rail- 
road treasury is empty, then the execu- 
tives have to ask for a general freight 
rate advance. It is a continuous per- 
formance, and we are never going to get 
anywhere, in my opinion, until we have 
a more scientific basis of rates—ascer- 
taining cost of transporting classes and 
commodities and drawing a line below 
which traffic officials cannot reduce in 
their competitive scramble. 

Check up on the rate reductions and 
advances, if you can find any, and see 
if you do not agree with me that the 
traffic officials of the roads, wedded to 
the concession theory, are the cause of 
most of the trouble.

Hoarded Gold

Some years ago I called your attention 
to the amount of gold that was hoarded 
in the world, which might be brought 
to light if proper methods were used to 
bring the gold into circulation. 

India, as you know, has been called 
the graveyard of the world’s gold supply. 
For at least 200 years that country has 
absorbed gold without giving out any, 
and I have seen it estimated that there 
exists in India today, in metal orna- 
ments or stores of objects held by the 
rajahs, some $5,000,000,000 of gold. Of 
course, anyone who has traveled in India 
is familiar with the gold bracelets, 
anklets, nose rings, earrings and rings, 
which in many instances represent the 
family savings or the family wealth. 
Worn in this way, the gold is subject to 
abrasion but there is no danger of its 
being lost or stolen. The reason depre- 
ciation of the paper rupee, with its high 
purchasing power, has put such a pre- 
mium on gold is that the Hindus who 
have been hoarding gold have for the 
first time been moved to buy paper 
rupees, the exchange giving them prac- 
tically twice as much as they were ever 
able to buy with their gold before. With- 
in recent months £25,000,000 worth of 
gold has been shipped from Bombay to 
London. 

There is no real scarcity of gold. All 
the world needs is established confidence, 
and this will bring the gold out of hid- 
ing and into circulation.

Steel Remains Sluggish 


Pittsburgh, February S—[Special.]— 
The steel market has entered the second 
month of the year in rather sluggish 
condition and certainly shows no im- 
provement over a week or a fortnight 
ago. There is no visible curtailment in 
requirements of any class of consumers, 
but on the other hand no increases are 
seen. 


Judged by the volume of production, 
demand has just been holding its own in 
the last two or three weeks, after the 
recovery from special holiday dullness. 
Steel ingot production last week may be 
estimated. at 27 per cent, the same as in 
the preceding week, whereas there had 
been several weeks of increases. The 
official report for the month of January 
as a whole is likely to show about 25 
per cent, a little above December, the 
lowest month, at 23% per cent, but 
under the next lowest month, October, 
which was at 2734 per cent. It is still 
believed in the steel trade that the low 
point has been left behind permanently. 


While there is no really visible promise 
at the moment, expectations are that 
February as a whole will show more 
activity than has January. For the 
month and for the longer future several 
constructive forces are depended upon, 
including seasonal increase in steel re- 
quirements as spring is approached, the 
help to be afforded the financial situa- 
tion generally by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and the better posi- 
tion the railroads are placed in by the 
10 per cent wage reduction agreed upon 
a week ago. 


The railroad position is helped by the 
extra freight charges which went into 
effect a month ago, by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation and the wage 
reduction, but not by traffic, since the 
latest car loading statistics when ad- 
justed for seasonal variation show a 
continuance of the protracted though 
slow loss in traffic. Some rail inquiry is 
expected for the next few weeks but it 
is not thought the railroads will do much 
rail replacement work this year, tracks 
having been put in good shape in previ- 
ous years. Railroad buying is expected 


to run more to repairs and upkeep, 
neglected for months past. 
Fabricated structural steel business 


is widespread but does not run much into 
tonnage, there being only an occasional 
large job. The fabricating shops have 
been at a low operating rate recently 
and are not faced with any further de- 
crease.

confused, due largely it is claimed to the 
new Ford models being held in abeyance 
and to some other makers awaiting de- 
tails of the new cars. Week by week 
however there have been slight increases 
in automobile production, November hav- 
ing been the low month. 


Steel company financial statements in- 
dicate that the steel industry in general 
is paying current running expenses in- 
cluding taxes, with a little left over, but 
earning almost nothing for dividends and 
depreciation accounts. The latter are 
heavy, substantially as large as in the 
most active times, and represent substan- 
tial deductions from surplus. 

The finished steel price situation still 
leaves much to be desired although there 
have been no outright declines of mo- 
ment in the last couple of weeks. In 
several lines prices are irregular, but it 
is thought that the irregular markets 
are making for a stabilized condition 
again, like the one they had for several 
months up to a few months ago. In a 
given line, cutting by some producers 
starts and induces cutting by others, 
until in the course of time sellers feel 
they have had enough for a while and 
rally round a given price, lower of course 
than that from which the _ cutting 
started. Nails and other wire products 
are very firm at recent advances but 
there is little mill business as jobbers 
are stocked at lower prices. They are 
holding full prices, not conceding any of 
their margins. Nails are $1.95 in 
straight carloads. 


Price Movements of the Metals 
Present Contrasts 


New York, February 8—[Special. ]— 
Some interesting contrasts have been 
presented in the price movements of the 
non-ferrous metals during the past week. 
Whereas some new low price levels for 
all time were established in copper and 
zine, antimony soared one cent per pound 
in one day because of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities and the fact that the metal 
comes largely from China. Tin was also 
strong for much the same reasons and 
also because of a favorable statistical 
showing for January. Lead was un- 
changed in price, officially, as it has been 
since December 14, though rumors of 
concessions were heard. 

The export price of copper was re- 
duced to 6%e per pound, ec. i. f. Eu- 
ropean ports, the lowest quotation at 
which American copper has ever been 
sold abroad, the previous low having 
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cents.

Reasons for the low prices 
were the trite ones of too few buyers 
and too many sellers. 


The significant observation concerning 
copper’s weakness is that it has come 
after it was believed that sufficient Steps 
had been taken to prevent further price 
cuts, in that world production has beep 
cut drastically again and in that the 
marketing schemes for sales abroad haye 
been revised. 


The progress being made in the steel 
industry has come to a halt for the time 
being, the average rate of operation 
being regarded as 28 per cent of capacity 
as against 29 per cent a week ago. How. 
ever it is believed that this slowing 
down is merely temporary because of the 
prospects for renewed buying shortly. 


Commodity prices in general have de 
clined to a new average low for the cur- 
rent depression, this being the third or 
fourth consecutive week in which de- 
clining prices have prevailed. The more 
recent declines are probably a register- 
ing of disappointment that the new year 
has failed to bring forth substantial 
improvement. 


Wars always have a profound effect 
on the metal markets. Just now it is 
antimony and tungsten which are being 
affected, as both products come largely 
from China. The price of antimony ad- 
vanced a cent per pound in the mad 
seramble for the metal on Tuesday, being 
quoted at 74¢c per pound, duty paid. 
Sales for the day came to 150 to 200 
tons, the best day’s business in a year. 
It is feared that war operations will in- 
terfere with shipments, the metal being 
sent many hundreds of miles down the 
Shinese rivers to the coast. 


Silver was advancing quite sharply 
early in the week but later was losing 
its gains. The periodic strength in the 
market is due to attention being given 
the problems of the metal by some of 
the great nations of the world. Many 
methods are being proposed for advanc- 
ing the price and keeping the higher 
levels stable. 


After reduction in the export price of 
copper to 6%e demand was quite con- 
siderable, Tuesday’s sales amounting to 
nearly 2000 tons. Demand in the domes 
tic market, however, has been extremely 
light. In the local market copper has 
been sold by producers us low as 612¢ 
per pound, while second hands have of- 
fered the metal at 614e, which is a new 
low point for all time.

On Tuesday the 
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prass, bronze and other allied products 
reduced prices three-quarters of a cent 
to correspond with 6%c for refined 
metal. During most of the preceding 
week and early the past week two sets 
of official prices existed: Those of the 
primary producers and those of the cus- 
tom smelters, these being a half cent per 
pound apart. On Tuesday, however, this 
ridiculous margin was closed and all pro- 
ducers came down to a common level. 

Lead, which has enjoyed the steadiest 
price, has also experienced the most con- 
sistent demand. On many days pro- 
ducers have sold the equivalent of their 
production. Though concessions in price 
were reported, some maintained that the 
cheaper lead was not of the best quality. 

The world’s visible supply of tin de- 
clined about 1200 tons during January, 
the price advancing after the figures 
‘ame out. Tin has been fairly steady, 
fluctuating around 22 cents per pound as 
it has been doing for many months. 

Weakness in zine is all the more re- 
markable because the statistical situa- 
tion in the metal is better than with the 
other base metals. 


Birmingham Is Hopeful 


Birmingham, Ala., February 8—[Spe- 
cial.]—-More decided turn for the better 
in the iron and steel trade is looked for 
this week. The railroads and other in- 
terests are expected to come into the 
market, as municipalities, private inter- 
ests and corporations, to be assisted 
financially by federal agencies and other- 
wise are aided toward a new goal. Anti- 
cipations are for a large quantity of rail 
and railroad accessories to be ordered. 
Structural steel also will come in for a 
considerable amount of attention. 

In the pig iron line, there are probabil- 
ities of an early revival of interest in 
cast iron pressure pipe. Municipalities, 
counties and utility corporations are ex- 
pected to be able to finance projects 
which will warrant steady and active 
operation of pipe shops. The Birming- 
ham district, including Anniston, Ala., 
and Chattanooga, Tenn., manufactures a 
large proportion of the cast iron pipe of 
the country. Quotations for the product 
recently have been modified a little, $1 
per ton, in line with the reduction in 
pig iron. With pipe demand increased, 
there will be a decided change in the 
iron mart. Stove manufacturers are 
looking forward to a turn for the better 
in demand, and with the same conditions 
predicted in general foundry work there 
Will be demand for iron. The present 
market is rather slow, the many orders 
in small lots not aggregating as might 
be desired. Surplus stock is being 
moved off slightly, though but six blast 
furnaces are in operation and one of 


these is on special brand of iron. Quota- 
tions are still off, $11 to $12, No. 2 
foundry, in the home territory and $10, 
f. o. b. furnaces, for iron going into 
other territory. A few orders have come 
again recently from the middle-West but 
these are for small tonnages. 

The estimate of steel mill operations, 
based on ingot production, has been kept 
at 60 per cent capacity since the first 
week of the year but on the close of the 
week just passed, there was doubt ex- 
pressed as to continuation of this activ- 
ity. Railroads are expected, as stated, 
to be back in the market and open 
hearth furnace operations will be main- 
tained and increased.

Further 
optimism was created by an announce- 
ment by J. R. Barrott, refinery super- 
intendent, that nine pressure stills are 
being dismantled. While other plans 
are not disclosed, the dismantling of 
gasoline stills is thought to mean the 
construction of a larger and more mod- 
ern unit. Refineries of the H. F. Wilcox 
Oil and Gas Co. and the Producers Oil 
Co. will also be the scene of new activity 
soon, additional improvements being 
scheduled for the former, which is a 
modern plant, and a rehabilitation pro- 
gram for the latter.

In addition to the usual reports on 
manufactures of lumber and allied prod- 
ucts, the Bureau of the Census has 
gathered data pertaining to distribution 
of lumber sales during 1929 by manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and retailers. Dis- 
tribution of sales by value of the plants 
in the log, lumber and other timber 
products industry shows channels used 
by the plants producing these products 
and the number of plants, total sales by 
value and sales by value to the various 
distributors or consumers, by states.

The first installation of Multi-Plate 
pipe, a super-corrugated metal pipe with 
a five gage invert and eight-gage plates 
on the remainder of the circumference 
has replaced an arch bridge under a 
railroad near Jackson, Miss. The pipe 
is a product of the Armco Culvert Manu- 
facturers Association of Middletown, 
Ohio, and is 90 inches in diameter and 
125 feet long. The Drainage Engineer- 
ing Co. handled the installation. 

The pipe was made in_ sections, 
shipped to the job and assembled in the 
field. It is similar in appearance to the 
usual corrugated metal pipe, except that 
it is made of heavy plates strengthened 
with larger corrugations and is assem- 
bled on the job. The ingot iron plates 
have corrugations, six inches from crest 
to crest, and 11% inches deep. The plates 
are match-punched, formed or curved to 
the desired shape and galvanized before 
shipment.

eight plates are bolted together to form 
60, 75, 90, 105, or 120-inch diameter pipe, 
respectively.

All Steel House 


The Insulated Steel Floor & Wall 
Company of Cleveland, Ohio, has devel- 
oped a new and radical method of steel 


house construction, using sheet metal 
without any structural work. The pro- 


ducers claim this new type of construc- 
tion has unusual qualities of heat and 
sound insulation; that it is fireproof; 
and that the method of erection is sim- 
ple and economic, and possesses flexibil- 
ity which makes it possible to get away 
from the monotonous appearance of 
Standardization. The American Rolling 
Mill Company of Middletown, Ohio, 
which developed the continuous sheet 
rolling process, is interested in the de- 
velopment. 

An experimental house is under con- 
struction in Cleveland. It will be entire- 
ly of sheet metal, requiring about 14 
tons of 16 to 20 gauge. For the walls, 
box-like corrugations will be pressed in 
flat sheets, forming sections, one, two, 
or three feet wide, and of necessary 
lengths. These small units will be 
Welded together in the shop, story high 





und room wide, and the walls for each 
room will be hauled to the site in one 
piece. ‘Rock wool will be used for sound- 
proofing, and a layer of Masonite board 
will be fastened to the protruding sheet 
metal with a structural adhesive. As- 
bestos board will be fastened to the out- 
side, also with a structural adhesive. 
The completed wall will not exceed 
three inches in thickness. All partition 
walls will be of similar construction. 


Steel casement window frames and 
sash, and metal door frames will be 
used. The floors and roof will be of 16- 


gauge sheet metal; the roof is to be 
waterproofed with an asphaltic composi- 
tion. Steel will be used for basement 
walls, the sections to be stood endwise, 
thus providing a metal form which will 
be filled with concrete. An Armco spiral 
welded steel pipe will be installed in 
place of a brick and tile flue. The fire- 
place also will be of sheet metal. An- 
other feature will be an electric mould- 
ing, making it possible to plug in electric 
equipment at any point in the room.

In two-course work, 
the first course usually is 114 inches in 
thickness and the top course is half-inch. 
All new macadam should be given a two- 
course top and the combined compressed 
thickness should be at least two inches. 
One ton of asphaltic concrete will pro- 
vide approximately 10 square yards of 
compressed 2-inch pavement. 


$35,000,000 Road Bonds 


Baton Rouge, La.—Bids will be opened 
March 15 by the State Highway Com- 
mission, A. P. Tugwell, chairman, for 
the purchase of $35,000,000 highway and 
bridge bonds. The decision to offer the 
bonds at this time was made at a recent 
meeting of the State Highway Advisory 
Board, with the thought that the bond 
market will have improved sufficiently 
by the date of sale to enable the state 
to place the bonds satisfactorily.

To Protect Bridge

Torpedo-Shape Safety Zone 


Protection of the motorist as well as 
the pedestrian is the aim of a newly- 
designed type of reinforced-concrete 
raised-platform safety zone, in use in 
kansas City, Mo. The unique feature is 
a torpedo-shape nose, the cupped sides of 
which are intended to deflect the oncom- 
ing automobile, thus avoiding a head-on 
crash with the two-foot thick buttress. 

From a height of 20 inches at the 
buttress, the nose extends for 15 feet, 
down to a six-inch height at the pointed 
end. Should the torpedo nose be struck 
head-on, the car will be raised on its 
front axle, then slide the length of the 
nose. Speed will thus be materially re- 
duced, or a standstill effected. 

A red reflector is embedded in the 
nose. Three similar reflectors are in- 
stalled in the buttress, behind which the 
safety platform extends 50 or 100 feet 
as required by the location.

County Analyzes Its Power Investment 


By FRANK 


Through the payment of $31,500 Feb- 
ruary interest and the acquisition of 
$25,000 in bonds maturing on February 
1, Crisp county, Georgia, retains posses- 
sion of the hydro-electric plant on Flint 
River which it began to operate on Au- 
gust 1, 1930. The plant capacity is 52,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours a year, and the 
county was authorized in 1926 to raise 
$1,250,000 for its establishment. The 
dam is an integral part of Crisp county. 


The Crisp County Power Commission 
advertises that it has no demand or 
minimum charge and that for large users 
of current a rate of .0052 cents per kilo- 
watt hour is available. It stands willing 
to make definite term contracts at fixed 
prices. 

Interest charges and retirement of 
bonds will require approximately $80,000 
for each of the next 10 years. For the 
calendar year of 1931, the financial state- 
ment shows a net profit. before interest 
and sinking fund requirements, of $46,- 
400, leaving $33,600 to be paid out of the 
general funds of the county. The tax 
rate for all purposes is 36 mills, which 
can be expected to bring into the county 
treasury, from taxes alone, some $136,- 
000. Of this amount, $78,000 is set aside 
for the express purpose of providing the 
interest and sinking fund requirements 
of this hydro-electric plant. Of the 
county tax millage of 36 mills, 18 mills 
are allocated to the hydro-electric plant, 
8 to the county government, 5 to schools 
and 5 to the state. In 1931, the plant’s 
first full year, only 3,600,000 kilowatt 
hours were sold out of potential 52,000,- 
000. But, a net profit of $46,400 was 
made, more than half enough to pay all 
interest and sinking fund requirements 
for the year. Several times that amount 
of current can be sold, officials of the 
plant state, with no increase in operat- 
ing expense. 

No one can assume with any degree of 
certainty, and no official claims, that the 
power plant ever will produce sufficient 
revenue to eliminate all county taxes; 
but, that is somewhat because no one 
knows what additional tax burdens the 
county may assume in the future. Also, 
rates for current may be lowered, so that 
the percentage of profit also would be 
reduced. But, officials are very confident 
that sufficient additional business is in 
sight to eliminate from the county tax 
budget the 18 mills now allocated to the 
power plant, which will make the plant 
self-sustaining and increase the county’s

assets at the rate of some $80,000 each 
year. It is felt that money paid for the 
support of this power plant is an invest- 
ment, not an expense. Many persons 
also are confident that a return to even 
nearly normal times will produce enough 
additional business to eliminate all coun- 
ty taxes on the basis of present expendi- 
tures. 

Hither a reduction in rates to nominal 
figures, or the practical elimination of 
existing taxes, plus current available in 
every section of the county, will bring 
about the result that was foremost in the 
minds of those who originated the idea 
of this county owned and county oper- 
ated hydro-electric plant. 

‘Many citizens believe that Crisp coun- 
ty is going to be able to cover its area 
with a network of high-tension wires and 
electrify every farm. The county offers 
many industrial advantages. Natural 
resources include abundant woodpulp, 
naval stores, many kinds of hardwood 
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and yellow pine, limerock, Fuller’s earth, 
brick and other clays. The climate jg 
excellent, the average annual tempera. 
ture being 66 degrees, which permits 
year-round operation without expensiye 
factory construction or artificial heat, 
The county produces quantities of cotton, 
corn, watermelons, asparagus, dairy prod. 
ucts, livestock, grain, pears, peaches, pea- 
nuts and almost every kind of vegetable. 
There are now many thousands of acres 
in pecan groves, with new groves being 
planted every year. Diversified farming 
is being practiced intelligently, with cot- 
ton no longer the only, or even the prin- 
cipal money crop. And there is in Crisp 
and surrounding counties an ample sup 
ply of excellent labor, American born, 
intelligent and reasonable in its pay de- 
mands. 


The financial statement of the Crisp 
county power plant covering the first 16 
months of operations shows: Gross earn- 
ings, $116,000; operating expense plus 
customers’ discoants, $50,600; net oper- 
ating earnings, first 16 months operation, 
$65,400. 

Confidence for the future is strength- 
ened by the fact that on the day this 
article was written the Cordele Dispatch 
announced the opening of four new fac- 
tories, with an annual output of $950- 
000, payrolls of $138,000 and a substan- 
tial annual consumption of current. 





Arkansas Manufacturers Aid 


Home Garden Movement 


“In conformity with the movement to 
induce industrial workers throughout 
Arkansas to reduce living expenses this 
year with gardens,” the Ward Furniture 
Manufacturing Company, of Fort Smith, 
advises the Arkansas Industries Associa- 
tion that it already has purchased seed 
for its employes to be distributed in the 
spring. 

The Poinsett Lumber and Manufactur- 
ing Co., at Trumann, reports that of its 
350 employes only seven were without a 
garden of some kind during 1931. In 
selling or renting farm lands this con- 
cern includes in its contracts the provi- 
sion that on each farm, of 40 acres or 
less, there must be at least a half acre 
of garden to produce foodstuffs for home 
consumption, and in the case of rental 
land no charge is made for land used for 
garden purposes up to two acres. Of the 
270 families residing on farms sold or 
rented by the company, about 85 per cent 
have hogs, 75 per cent have one or more 
cows and virtually all have poultry. 

In southern Arkansas the Union Saw 
Mill Company, of Huttig, not only will 
encourage the home garden movement 
among its employes this year, as during 


1931, but a plan was recently announced 
whereby it will lease five-acre tracts of 
farm land for a period of 80 years ata 
charge of $5 per acre per year. The 
purpose is to encourage the building of 
homes along highways in that section, 
and to encourage establishment of as 
many homes as possible no tract of more 
than five acres will be leased to any one 
person.

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$2,600,000 HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
DEVELOPMENTS 


Three Texas Power Corporation Projects 
on Guadalupe River Will Generate 
More Than 9000 Horsepower— 


Two Plants in Operation 


Seguin, Tex.—Interests identified with 
the Texas Power Corporation, of Seguin, 
are completing a series of three hydro- 
electric developments on the Guadalupe 
River in Guadalupe and Gonzales coun- 
ties, Texas, according to the Fargo En- 
gineering Company, Jackson, Mich., con- 
sulting engineers on the project. The 
project, to generate a total of upward of 
10,000 horsepower and to involve an out- 
lay of approximately $2,600,000, will be 
operated under the name of the Texas 
Hydro-Electrie Corporation. 


Two of the developments—H-4 and 
H-5—have been completed and are now 
in operation, while the third, TP-4, is 
scheduled for completion in March. The 
three developments have practically 
equal heads and the same size and type 
of waterwheel and electrical equipment. 
Installations depart from the usual 
hydro-electric practice in that one com- 
paratively large unit has been installed 
at each plant. Waterwheels are of the 
Smith-Kaplan type, made by the S. Mor- 
gan Smith Co., York, Pa., with an ad- 
justable blade and governor controlled 
propeller type runner. Generators are 
of the vertical waterwheel type built by 
the General Electric Company, Schenec- 
tady, N. Y. 

Spillways, similar to those on three 
other dams of the Texas Power Corpora- 
tion, are bear trap or roof weir gates 
built under Swiss patents. The gates 
are designed to provide a wide, unob- 
structed opening during floods, a feature 
of major importance on some Southwest- 
ern streams which carry a large quantity 
of trash during flood stages. Similar 
gates are said to have been in successful 
operation for more than three years on 
the same river and have been used ex- 
tensively in Europe to take care of like 
conditions. 

The H-4 development, near Belmont, 
involves an earthen dam with a crest 
length of 5100 feet and maximum height 
of 50 feet 6 inches, in addition to a con- 
crete power house. It was built by the 
Sumner-Sollitt Company of Texas, San 
Antonio, for a capacity of 2940 horse- 
power. Similar construction was em- 
ployed for the H-5 development which 
has a dam crest of 7900 feet and same 
maximum height as the dam in devel- 
opment H-4. This development is 
equipped for a capacity of 3100 horse- 
power and was also built by the Sumner- 
Sollitt Company of Texas. The same 
firm is building the TP-4 development, 


with a dam crest of 1950 feet and a 
maximum height of 47 feet 6 inches, to 
be equipped for a capacity of 3320 horse- 
power. 

Inasmuch as the three plants are in 
close proximity on the same river and 
are identical in type and construction, 
economy in constructing each with a 
single generating unit was considered 
warranted, and the possibility of a pro- 
longed shut-down was thought not to be 
much greater than on a single plant with 
three equal sized units. According to 
the engineers, ‘‘the relatively simple type 
of construction, coupled with the pur- 
chase of three identical units under the 
same contract, permitted marked econ- 
omies in construction.” Power from the 
development will be wholesaled to near- 
by public utilities.

Andrew J. Stacey, vice-president and 
director of the Stacey Bros. Gas Con- 
struction Company and director of the 
Stacey Manufacturing Company, sub- 
sidiaries of the International-Stacey 
Corporation, Columbus, died January 18 
at his home at Wyoming, Ohic, a suburb 
of Cincinnati.

Surviving him 
are his widow, Mrs. Josie P. Stacey; a 
stepson, Paul C. Rodgers, Glendale, sales 
manager of the Gasholder Division of 
the International-Stacey Corporation, 
and a son-in-law, J. G. Carruthers, vice- 
president of the Otis Steel Company, 
Cleveland.

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Southern Tung Oil Development 


(From Industrial Bulletin of Arthur D. 
Little, Ine.) 


A new agricultural industry is passing 
through the preliminary stages in prepa- 
ration for the growth and manufacture 
of a product new to the United States. 
This is the tung-oil industry. It is 
unique in that it is one of the few in- 
dustries scientifically planned for mass 
production from the very beginning, and 
it depends for its success on substitution 
of the most modern methods for the 
crude processes of the past. 

For centuries the Chinese have grown 
tung-oil trees in a primitive way and 
manufactured oil from their fruit by the 
erudest methods. Yet this oil has been 
the chief paint oil of China, and has 
been the basis for some of their finest 
lacquers, for the waterproofing of their 
fabrics, and the main vehicle for their 
paints. From the soot of tung oil has 
been made the finest India ink; the oil 
has been used for dressing leather, for 
waterproofing silk, and for oiling and 
ealking junks. 

The tung-oil tree is a beautiful orna- 
ment; it has large leaves like the ca- 
talpa, and a profusion of white blossoms 
in March. It grows rapidly, giving a 
pleasant shade while still young. 

It is only within recent years that we 
in the United States have learned of the 
great value of tung oil, yet its introduc- 
tion resulted in a complete revolution in 
the manufacture of varnishes and cer- 
tain other important products in the 
paint and varnish industry. Before its 
advent, nearly all the better grades of 
varnish, and products using varnish, 
were made from imported fosil gums 
and specially treated linseed oil. Rosin 
or its glycerides (the ester gums) could 
be used only for adulteration or for the 
manufacture of inferior grades of var- 
nish. But when tung oil became avail- 
able, it was quickly found possible to 
utilize these ester gums in combination 
with this new oil for making varnishes 
equal or superior in quality to those 
made from the more expensive imported 
gums. Quite recently the new synthetic 
phenolic resins have been developed, ex- 
ceptionally well suited for use with tung 
oil. These new resins, in combination 
with the ester gums and natural gums, 
have made the tung-oil varnishes in- 
ferior to none. 


Norfolk and Western Signal 
System 


Since the Norfolk & Western Railway 
officially organized a signal department, 
in March, 1900, it has built up and put 
into operation a train protection system 
regarded as one of the most modern and 
effective in existence. For the protec- 
tion of its passengers and for the safe 
movement of freight it has expended 
approximately $12,000,000 on its signal 
system, according to C. D. Potts, chief 
clerk of that department, in the Norfolk 
& Western Magazine. The entire main 
line and many of the principal branch 
lines are protected by 4500 automatic 
signals, 350 crossing signals and 60 in- 





terlocking plants, embodying the prin- 
ciples of many methods of efficient, in- 
formative communication. 


New Continental Can Factory 


Harvey, La—The Continental Can 
Company, Inc., Chicago, opens bids Feb- 
ruary 16 for the construction of a plant 
here to manufacture tin cans. The fac- 
tory building will be approximately 120 
by 160 feet, of reinforced concrete, beam 
and girder design, 3 stories. It will be 
supported on wooden piles, the first floor 
being carried on concrete columns sup- 
ported from concrete pile caps. A struc- 
tural steel train shed will be located 
alongside the structure, about 46 by 260 
feet, to be enclosed with corrugated as- 
bestos roofing and sheathing. A struc- 
tural steel bridge about 450 feet long 
will also be built. All machinery to be 
installed will be of the company’s own 
manufacture. Favrot & Livaudais, Ltd., 
New Orleans, are the architects. 


20,000 Tons Steel for Railroad 


A statement accredited to Paul Shoup, 
San Francisco, Cal., president of the 
Southern Pacific Company, says his rail- 
road will place orders at once for large 
supplies of rail and other material and 
supplies, in anticipation of a favorable 
turn soon in the economic situation. Or- 
ders are to be placed, it is said, for 20,- 
000 tons of steel for delivery later in 
the year, and for substantial quantities 
of railroad ties. 


$13,000,000 Rail Expenditure 


Boise City. Okla.—According to an an- 
nouncement by executives of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway System, 
Chicago, the company plans to expend 
from $12,000,000 to $13,000,000 during 
1932, principally for additions and bet- 
terments. Construction of the company’s 
line from Boise City to Las Animas, Col., 
is also expected to be continued. During 
the past year, the company maintained 
its properties up to standard, said the 
announcement, and is well supplied with 
equipment. 


$2,000,000 Shushan Airport 


New Orleans, La.—The Orleans Levee 
Board, John Klorer, chief engineer, has 
awarded contract to the Orleans Dredg- 
ing Company, of this city, at $695,000, 
for pumping 5,000,000 cubic yards of fill 
behind the massive wall bounding the 
$2,000,000 Shushan Airport here. Work 
will begin about February 15 and is ex- 
pected to be completed within six 
months.
